Last of Three Great Mining 
Magnates of Montana 
Succumbs 


Quit Teaching School to 
Follow Gold Rush; Had © 
Interesting Career 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 
NEW YORK, March 2.—William 
Andrews Clark, former United 
States Senator from Montana, died 
this evening at His home here. 
Death was due to pneumonia. 
Mr. Clark had been sick a week. 


At the bedside of the fermer 
Senator who was 86 years of age, 
were his wife, Mrs. Anna &E. 
Clark, one son, Charles W. Clark; 
three daughters, Mrs. Mary Clark 
De Brabant, Mrs. Katherine Clark 
Morrie and Miss Hughette Clark; 
two grand-daughters, Mrs. Rod- 
ney W. Williams, daughter of Mrs. 

Brabant and Mrs. Katherine 
Merris Hall, daughter of Mrs. 
Morris. 

Another son, William A. Clark, 
Jr.. and a grandson, William A. 
Clark, LUI, are now on their way 
from Los Angeles, and are ex- 
pected to arrive in the morning. 
Mr. Clark's eldest daughter, Mrs. 
Mary Clark ulver Kling, was mar- 
ried at the family home, 962 Fifth 
avenue, last week to Marius. De 
Brabant of Los Angeles. Mr. De 
Brabant, who claims distant rela- 
tionship with the ruling house cf 
Belgium, aiso was at the bedside. 

Arrargements for the funeral, 
which it is understood, will be 
simplesimple and private, will Ve, 
announced later. 


LAST OF GREAT TRIO 

William Andrews Clark was the 
last of the three great Montana 
mining magnates — Heinze. Daly 
and Clark. Arriving in Bannack, 
Idaho, in 1863, with $5 capital aft- 
er an overland journey of sixty- 
five days in a prairie schooner, 
he became forty years later a mul- 
timillionaire and a United States 
Senator. He was born in Connelis- 
ville, Pa., on January 8, 1839. 

A school-teacher in Central Mis- 
sourl when the gold rush lured 
him. to Colorado and then to Ida- 
ho, Clark's services to that part 
of the territory which later became 
the State of Montana—he heiped 
to draft. its constitution——were rec- 
ognized a few years ago by the 
Society of Montana Pioneers in 
the form of a monument to com- 
memorate, while he atill was liv- 
ing “his deeds which have con- 
tributed in major part to the de- 
velopment of the great West.” 

Upon reaching Idaho, Clark be- 
came successively a miner, team- 
‘ster, merchant, railway builder, 
capitalist. In more recent years 
he was known as a philanthropist 
and art collector. He was elected 
to the United States Senate, after 
a long and bitter political contro- 
versy, and served the full term 
from 1901 to 1907. Im 1890 he had 
claimed that honor but was de- 
nied his seat. In 1898, having ap- 
parently won election to the Sen- 
ate. his seat was contested and he 
resigned. Later his seat was de- 
clared void by the upper house. 


INTERESTS ARE MERGED 

Senator Clark for years was a 
central figure in the triangular in- 
dustrial war between the Clark, 
Heinze and Daly mining Interests 
and around this ‘spectacular fight 
for supremacy was woven much 
of the history of Montana. It led 
to battles between great numbers 
of miners underground, occupied 
the courts of Montana almost to 
the exclusion of all other litigation 
and at last established the “apex” 
principle as the mining law of 
America. Subsequently the Heinze 
and Daly interests were merged 


jand the conflict came to an end. 


Mr. Clark’s property holdings at 
this time extended from Montana 
to Southern Mexico and to France. 
They included the United Verde 
copper mine at Jerome, Ariz., a 
beet sugar factory. bronze factory, 
steam and street railway systems. 
mining mills, timber lands, wire 
factory, power plants, businss 
blocks and mercantile establish- 
ments in several cities and banks 
and residences in New York, Paris 
and Butte, Mont. 

The man who was destined to 
impress his individuality so strongly 
upon the West accumulated his 
first $1000 sluicing gold on a placer 
claim on Horse Prairie, Idaho. Le 
bought a mule team, traveled to 
Sait Lake and freighted provis- 
ions back to the miners. In 1867 
he took a. government contract to 
carry mail from Missoula, Mont., 
to Walla Walla, Wash., about 400 
miles away and on two occasions 
made the greater part of the jour- 
ney on snowshoes. 

Young when teaching 
school tn 1859 and 1860, had ap- 
plied himself to the law and later 
followed this up at Mt. Pleasant 
(lowa) University, but he never 
entered the legal profession. It 
was in 1862 that he quit teaching 
school and drove an ox team across 
the plains to the South Park in 
Colorado. He worked in the quartz 
mines at Central City until the 
next spring, when he joined the 
gold seekers then flocking to Idaho, 


TAKES MINING COURSE 


Clark's fortune was what might 
be called “comfortable” in 1872. 
He had become interested in bank- 
ing and quartz mining in Butte 
and in that year, when just 33 
years old, purchased an interest in 
the Original, Colusa, Mountain 
Chief and Gambetta mines. De- 
termined to know as much as pos- 
sible about the industry he took a 
course at Columbia University in, 
assaying and analysis as well as 
other complex branches of mining. 

In 1876 he built what was said 
to be the first silver stampmill in 
Butte, making the erstwhile. min- 
ing camp, for the time being, the 
greatest silver producer in America, 
Thirty-five years later he helped 
make Butte one of the world’s 
principal zinc camps. What has

After the goods had been pawned 
many of the shops were raided 
by the police and the property 
confiscated. Now the merchants 
(have issued a proclamation. that 
| they will close their shops until

Consequently many of the soldiers 
and stragglers in their wake are 
strolling around the streets of the 


native city wondering what to do 


with their new-found wealth.

“According to 
my way of look- 
ing at it, the 
United States

been all wrong in its attitude to- 
ward the player-writers of tennis. 
As I understand it, the distinction 
between the professional and the 
amateur was made originally for 
the protection of the amateur. 
“By this I mean that it was real- 
ized that the professional, playing 
the game 365 days a year, attained 
a skill impossible for the amateur 
to acquire with only part time to 
devote to his favorite sport. Hence 
it was decided that the amateur 
should play against the amateur 
and the professional against the 
pro. All this with the idea that 
this sort of arrangement would 
— competition fair for every- 


y. 
OVERPDAYING MONEY ANGLE 

“The tennis people are all wrong 
in their fight on the player-writ- 
ers, because they have stressed the 
money angle too strongly. Any 
man who ts in business is selling 
something. If he happens to be a 
champion in sport he _ inevitably 
finds it easier to sel] his particular 
goods than if he were just an 
ordinary John J. Anybody. > 

“Bobby Jones or Bill Tilden can 
sell real estate, bonds, elephant 
tusks or what not with more ease 
than their unheard-of brethren of 
business simply because the peo- 
ple interested in buying those 
things would much rather see and 
talk with the great Jones and Til- 
den than with the aforementioned 
unheard-ofs. 

“The tennis officials ought to 
make their real fight on the so- 
called amateur of tennis who plays 
the game so constantly that he is, 
as far as a comparison of skill and 
experience with other amateurs 
goes, a professional. 

“We know there are a few tennis 
players and golfers who come un- 
der “Tiny’ Maxwell's famous defi- 
nition of an amateur as ‘a fellow 
who won't take a check.’ These few 
men are able to play the year 
around on what they make out of 
the business of being an amateur, 
and certainly acquire skill and ex- 
perience that give them a better 
chance at victory than the work- 
ingmen they play against in tour- 
naments. 

“Then there is what I cal! the 
‘rich-man professional,’ who also is 
able to devote all his time to the 
of acquiring championship 


rm. 

“My suggestion to the ruling 
powers of tennis and golf is that 
they appoint a committee of expe- 
rienced players to determine the 
number. of tournaments in which, 
say, the first ten or fifteen of tennis 
or golf might participate during 
the course of a season. These men 
should have enough practical ex- 
perience to know how much tour- 
nament: play a man needs to work 
into championship form, and ex-

| PLAN NoT IMPRACTICABLE 
All this te Interesting, but R. L. 
plan is entirely tmpracticable. 


In the first place, no committee, no 
matter what sports experience its 
members had known, could fix on 
a definite number of tournaments. 
as sufficient for a man to work 
himself into championship form. 

The amount of competition a 
man needs to acquire the right 
mental and physical tone for 
championship play is entirely an 
individual matter, 

So far as the player-writers of 
tennis are concerned, there has 
been too great a commotion over 
this problem. From the beginning 
the sane solution was a ruling that 
these player-writers could not write 
running stories of the tournament: 
in which they were engaged. This 
ruling blocks any attempt to make 
the game support the amateur 
player. 

The interpretative comment of a 
Tilden is instructive and inspiring 
to the tennis beginner, and a type 
of comment such as the regular 
sports writer cannot offer. 

The lar sports writer is, 
however, fitted to write the 
story of a tournament, and that 
job should be reserved fer him. 


HANDS OFF PROFESSIONAD 

So far as the “rich-man profes- 
sional” ig concerned, there tsn't 
os Omg that can or should be 
done about him, either. If the 
wealthy idler chooses sport as an 
all-year occupation, he is at least 
to be congratulated on having 
chose sport rather than dissipa- 
tion as a time waster. 

The idea that these “rich-men 
professionals” may dominate sport 
because of the opportunity they 
have of playing the game as con- 
stantly as the professional does, 
also will not hold water. There 
is a moral strength demand- 
ed in the make-up of a champion, 
and you will find that few rich men 
willing to-idle their lives away have 
that mo stamina. 

Tilden, Richards and Johnston 
are in the front ranks of tennis. 
None of them has known the ease 
that wealth brings. Jones, Ouimet, 
Guilford and Sweetser are a fairly 
representative quartet in golf. All 
of them know the necessity of hav- 
ing to work for a living. 

I know one “rich-man profes- 
sional” of golf who is not a cham- 
pion because he happens tg lack 
just that moral drive that sénds a 
man to the top in either sport or 
life. This man may be known as 
Brown. His best friend will be 
named Smith. 

“Brown would be a champton- 
ship golfer,” his friends declare, 
“if his friend Smith didn’t drink 
so much.”

Tips given 
by German pacifists lead to many 
finds of this sort, including more 
new rifies than would be required 
to arm the entire German army on 
the basis of the Versailles Treaty. 

Information given by workmen 
employed in chemical factories led 
to the finding of conclusive evi- 
dence that facilities for the produc- 
tion of asphyxiating gas have been 
left intact as they existed at the 
end of the great war. The report 
on this point confirms evidence 
which the Allies have had for some 
time to the effect that the Germans 

erected many new factories 
that could almost instantly be de- 
voted to the production of vast 
quantities of the most deadly 
weapon which the war developed 
and which had just to dem- 
onstrate how deadly it could be 
made when the con ended. 

These discoveries, in the opinion 
of the military experts, are ren- 
dered all the more important by 
proofs of the existence of a mili- 
tary staff school and the training 
of young men of Germany for an 
army such as that with which the 
country entered the great war.

AUDIT PROPOSED 


Says House Report 


Printing Bureau Committee 
Submits Findings 


Says Treasury Evasive, 
Records Falsified 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WTRET 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—A 
comprehensive audit of the public 
debt was recommended today by a 
majority of the House committee 
which investigated charges of ir- 
regularities in the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing. in a report 
which declared that duplication of 
government bonds, “some fraudu- 
lent, the proportion not yet deter- 
mined.” had been disclosed. The 
report, filed late today, was signed 
by Representatives Ring, Repub- 
lican, Illinois; Steagall, Democrat, 
Alabama, and Stevenson, Derho- 
crat, South Carolina. 

Chairman McFadden, in a mi- 
nority report, declared he could not 
subscribe to the majority findings, 
which he described as incomplete. 
If hearings had been continued to 
permit the Treasury to present ad- 
ditional witnesses, he added, the 


different conclusions and necessar 
ily definite recommendations.” 


STRONG DISSENTS 


The h member of the com- 
mittee, Representative Strong, Re- 
publican, Kansas, in a separate mi- 
nority view, asserted that while 
there had been duplicate-numbered 
bonds issued by the Treasury, he 
had not found that these bonds 
were fraudulent, nor that the gov- 
ernment did not receive full pay- 
ment for them. 

The committee majority declared 
that the evidence, presented dur- 
ing ay tion, had dis- 
closed: 

(1.) That there had been dupli- 
cation of bonds, some fraudulent, 
the proportion not yet determined; 

(2.) That the report of the Treas- 
ury relative thereto is incomplete, 
contradictory and evasive, and 
testimony it offered to show inno- 
cent error, was refuted; : 

(3.) at records have been 
falsified, the extent of which is 
unknown to the committee;

(6.) That legal remedies have 
been neglected in the payment of 
duplicates; 

That destruction of bonds 
was conducted in haste and that 
destruction records are not de- 
pendable;

Secretary Hughes, asserting the 
projects mark a definite step to- 
ward the formulation of an “Amer- 
ican international law,” declared 
that “thanks to American initia- 
tive, we sre on the threshold of 
accomplishment.in the most im- 
portant endeavor of the human 
race to lift itself out of the savage- 
ry of strife into the domain of law 
fader anya the spirit of amity and

and duties of nations, statements

Bank Debits Strike New High Peak, Indicating Rate 


of Buying; Oil Shipments Increase.

Gradually it is becoming more

More importance now at- 
tached to debits to individaul ac- 
counts as a measure of business 
than bank clearings. Debits gen- 
erally are credited with a great- 
er degree of accuracy in refiecting 
the true picture of business ac- 
tivity, or the buying and selling 
of goods, than clearings. However, 
bank clearings in Los Angeles cor- 
roborate the action of debits, the 


clearings yesterday advancing 
nearly $5,000,000. over the same 
day in 1924. 


As long as people are buying 
goods in, the volume indicated by 
the movement of debits and clear- 
ings, there hardly is a basis for 
skepticism over the sound state 
of business. These figures are not 
evidence of liberal or reéKless 
buying by retail consumers, but 
they do indicate the strength of 
purchasing power. While the 
means are available to buy goods, 
chan °o m te purchasing by 
offering attractive. prices and ad 
vertising heavily.

Compress Planned by New 


[BY a. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 2.— 
The San Joaquin Valley Improve- 
ment Company, a $300,000 corpo- 
ration, was organized here today 


for the announced purpose of aid- 
ing the cotton-growing industry in 
the San Joaquin Vatiey. 

The new company plans the im- 
mediate installation of a cotton 
compress at Calwa, three miles 
south of Fresno, according to Al 
T. Gibson, president of the Law- 
rence Warehouse Company of this 
city, who, it is understood, is to 
be general manager of the new 
concern. It has purchased from 
Maurice Selig the old properties of 
the California Wine Association 
at Calwa, including fifty-five acres 
of land, spur tracks of the South- 
ern Pacific Company and the San- 
ta Fe, numerous buildings and a 
steam and electric plant. 

Heretofore it has been neces- 
sary to ship the San Joaquin Val- 
ley cotton to the compress at San 
Pedro, as it cannot be transported 
any distance until it passes 
through a compress, which  re- 
duces the size of the bate and cuts 
freight costs about one-half. In 
the future it is expected that the 
cotton be exported thr ugh 
this city. 

Gibson declared that his com- 
pany will install a cold-storage 
Plant and make other improve- 
ments afid expects to have machi- 
nery for the new compress in 
place by August and everything 
ready for operation when the com- 
ing cotton crop is harvested. He 
estimates the San Joaquin Valley 
crop north of Tulare this season 
will be over 100,000 acres ex- 
clusive of between 30000 and 40,- 
000 to be planted near Bakersfield.

AUTO SEARCHING 
LAW IS UPHELD 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

WASHINGTON, March 2.—Fed- 
eral prohibition agents may law- 
fully stop automobiles and other 
vehicles and search them for con- 
traband liquor without a warrant, 
thé Supreme Court decided today 
in a case from Michigan, brought 
by George Carroll and John Kiro. 

In another liquor-case decision, 
brought from Georgia by Sig Sam- 
uels, the court held that States 
may, under the Constitution, make 
lawful the possession of liquor ac- 
quired legally before enactment of 
the Federal Prohibition Act. 

Chief Justice Taft delivered the 
opinion. 

Declaring that “jt would be in- 
tolerable and un nable if a 
prohibition agent were authorized 
to stop every automobile on the 
chance of, finding liquor, and thus 
subject persons lawfully using the 
highways to the inconvenience and 
indignity of such a search,” Chief 
Justice Taft asserted that “those 
lawfully within the country en- 
titled to use the public highways 
have a right to free passage with- 
out interruption or search unless 
there is known to a competent offi- 
clal authorized to search, probable 
cause for believing that their ve- 
hicles are carrying contraband or 
illegal merchandise.” 

It was the intent of Congress, 
however, to make a distinction be- 
tween the necessity for a search 
warrant in the searching of private 
aGwellings and of automdbiles, the 
Chief Justice stated, and that dis- 
tinction was exceptional. “© There

a search of a store, dwelling house 
or other structure in respect of 
which a proper official warrant 
readily. may be obtaided, and a 
search of a ship, motorboat, wagon 
or automobile for contraband goods 
where it is not practicable to issue 
@ warrant because the vehicle can 
be quickly moved out of the lo- 
cality »r jurisdiction in which the 
warrant must be sought.” 

The mere manufacture of liquor 
can do little to defeat the prohibi- 
tion amendment unless the liquor 
ean be distributed for tlegal sale 
and use, the court asserted, and 
for that reason it was necessary 
that the transportation of the con- 
traband be prevented. 

The rule to be applied in deter- 
mining the legality of a seizure 
without a warrant, as lald down by 
the court, is whether the seizing 
officer has reasonable or probable 
cause for believing the automobile 
which he stops and had 
contraband liquor in it which has 
been illegally transported. This is 
illegal protection to the individual, 
in the opinion of the court, because 
it gives him the right to recover his 
automobile and its contents should 
he not be guilty of violating the 
jaw, and to sue the officers making 
the arrest for damages when ar- 
rests are made without probable 


The right to search and the val- 
idity of the seizure are not de- 
pendent on the right to arrest, the 
court declared, but are dependent 
on the reasonable cause the seizing 
officer has for believing that the 
contents of fhe automobile offend 
against the law. .

ARCHING TOWARD PEACE 

Cables from London, Paris, Berlin and 
Leningrad indicate that the European dip- 
lomats are taking a lively interest in ex- 
changes of opinion concerning a new disar- 
mament conference. The impression is gen- 
eral on the other side of the Atlantic that 
the President will send official communica- 
tions to the interested governments shortly 
after his inaugural and that he is waiting 
until a new Secretary of State and a new 


am |Congress are installed and functioning. 


In British governmental circles it is taken 
for granted that the President will act be- 
fore summer comes; and the British navy 
budget is being held in abeyance until some- 
thing is definitely known about the attitude 
of the other world powers on the question 
of further reductions. 

Paris cables are to the effect that French 
officials are surprised and somewhat dis- 
concerted because informal conversations 
have been taking place between officials in 
Washington and London, but the subject 
has not yet been broached at Paris. in 
fact, the London and Paris newspapers are 
holding a somewhat acrimonious discussion 
over this phase of the situation. The Brit- 
ish newspapers say that the President is 
aware of the obstructive tactics of the’ 
French delegation at the 1921 conference 
and that he is loth to enter into communi- 
cation with the French officials until he 
knows more of the probable attitude of the 
other nations that are expected to partici- 
pate. 

Berlin dispatches refer to the keen de 


sire of the soviet government of Russia to| 


be represented in the next disarmament 
conference. According to these communi- 
cations, the soviet officials regard the time 
opportune for Russia to secure recognition 
from our government. They are said to be 
willing to make binding pledges that the 
soviets will not break the peace of Europe 
by invading any neighboring country and 
that they will not seek to incite revolution 
in any of the countries that are represented 
at the arms conference. In return for these 
things they hope to receive formal recogni- 
tion from all the great powers. 


Germany would also like to participate — 


in the next conference and to be received 
as an equal by the nations with which she 
was lately at war. There are mutterings 
in the French press, however, to the effect 
that France is not yet prepared to accept 


{Germany's pledges concerning disarmament 


and the preservation ofthe peace of Europe 
and the world. Some extremists in France 
assert that a conference which will receive 
Germany as an equal is one that France 
cannot in honor afford to attend. 

No formal statement has yet come from

If he finds that the time is not propitious 
to secure harmonious deliberations he is 
expected to wait until. success is assured 
before he makes a start. The President is 
well aware that the nations must approach 
the conference in a spirit of peaceful con- 
ciliation before any enduring good can be 
accomplishéd. And the President possesses 


ejthe same temperament that can afford to 


wait. 


AMERICAN PRINCIPLE ; 
President Coolidge delivered a body 
blow (a number of them, in fact) to the 
iniquitous inheritance-tax laws when ad- 
dressing a conference of tax experts from 
practically ¢very State assembled at Wasb- 
ington.

“HURRICANE” HARDLY AS 
BOISTEROUS AS TITLE

To see Olga Petrova on the stage 
ig an experience that always offers 
certain compensations. She has a 
glowing and unusual personality, 
and is gifted with a supreme poise 
and a strangely penetrating hu- 
manness of, feeling that, under al- 
most any clhoumstances that might 
be imagined, would cause her pres- 
ence to shine out with a curious 
and uncanny effulgence. 7 

I am afraid, though, that that 
is about the only recommendation 
that I can offer for the stage piece, 
pearing this week at the Biltmore 
Theater.
